Move Is Practical Acknowledg- 
ment That Capital of France 
Is in Danger. 



HERRICK REMAINS AT POST 



American Ambassador Sees Oppor< 
tunlty for Service in the City — Ger- 
man Army Continues Victorious 
March — Claims Important Victory 
Over Russian Force In East Prussia. 



The Beat of the French govern- 
ment haa been moved from Paris to 
Bordeaux. 

The government issued at midnight 
September 3, through the ministry of 
the Interior, a proclamatiou bringing 
this is the knowledge of the people oi 
Paris and giving the reasons for the 
change. 

The signlllcant feature ot the procla- 
mation Is that Paris Is soon to become 
a sort of pivot in the army maneuvers 
between the allied armies and the Ger- 
nians. For this reason the govern- 
ment naturally could not remain here. 
Strengthen City Defenses. 

It was admitted in ofllclal dis- 
patches that a largo force of Germans 
was at Compelgne, only 4a miles (as 
the crow files) from the capital. 

While the ofllciul statement regard- 
ing the removal of tho capital said the 
•city was not necessarily likely to bo 
attacked, the building of suppiemeo- 
tarj' defense works Is proceeding vig- 
orously. Many trenches are being dug. 

Several of the galea of Paris have 
been closed to tratllc. 



The Russian forces are Investing 
Koenlgsberg, 

This Information was given out 
Thursday by the Uusshtn general staff. 
whlcii also frankly confesses to the 
disaster of two army corps, Including 
the hwB of three generals. In the 
southern part of east Prussia. 
Victory Neap Lustchoff. 

The general staff also announces 
that the Austrian Fifteenth division 
was completely routed near Luatchoff 
on August 28. and that 100 ofilcers and 
4,000 Boldlersr were taken prlsouera. 

The oniclal statement add« that the 
commander of the Austrian division.* 
tho commander of a brigade, and the 
chief of staff of the division were 
killed. Of the 4,000 men made prison- 
ers. 600 had been wounded. 

The Russians also captured 20 guns 
and the flag of the Slxty-flfth Austrian 
regiment. 



Paris Is Confident. 

Paris.— In an official statement Is- 
sued Friday tho war otllce says: 

"There has been no contact with the 
German forces In the region of Com- 
plegno and Senlls since Thursday. 
Precautions have been taken to stop 
any offensive movement of tho enemy. 

'Measures have also been taken to 
provide for the pursuit of German 
aeroplanes, especially those of the ar* 
mored type, which will bo prevented 
from flying over Paris. 

"Tho situation In tho northeast la 
the same." 



Paris Under Martial Law. 

Paris. — .Martial law was proclaimed 
in Paris Friday and the city was de- 
clared to be In a state of siege. 

No person may leave or enter Paris 
between eight o'clock In the evening 
and five o'clock In the morning with- 
out a military pass. Automobiles may 
enter freoly'during the day, but cannot 
leave without permits. Pedestrians 
are permitted to pass without chal- 
lenge, through certain gates, while 
other gates are closed. Gardeners 
bringing fresh vegetables to the city 
are permitted access at half hour in- 
tervals during the night. 

An Immense and complicated sys- 
tem of entrenchments la being con- 
structed outside the city. It Is report- 
ed that the engineers In charge of the 
vfork are keeping several hundred 
thousand men busy. 



Austrian Loss Heavy. 

Petrograd.— The general ataff has 
officially reported that Austria lost 
100,000 men, killed, wounded or cap- 
tured, In tho battle for tho defense of 
Lemberg, In which tho Austrlans were 
^ overwhelmingly defeated by tho Rus- 
Blane. The conflict lasted seven days, 
with 800.000 Russians attacking 600.- 
000 Austrlans. 

The AuBtrlan troops that fled have 
been Joined by a new army west of 
Lemberg and a flerco batHe la raging 
over a front of 50 ralloa. Nearly one 
million five hundred thousand trooopa 
are reported* engaged, but tho Rua- 
,Blana have the larger force.

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German Advance Continues. 

Ixindon.— Brief messages received 
hero Thursday Indicate the German 
army In the north of France Is flght- 
ing its way step by 8tei> toward Paris. 

An ofllclal dispatch from Paris says 
that German cavalry marching on the 
forest of Compelgne were defeated by 
English troops, who took ten cannon. 

This same dispatch admltif that an- 
other German cavalry force has pushed 
as far as the Solssons-Anlzy-Le Gateau 
Hue. 

Tells of Allies' Victory. 

Emigrants in Paris from Crepy-en- 
Vnlois, in the department of Olse, 23 
miles southeast of Compelgne, report 
that the Germans were crushed near 
there and that piles of bodies were ly- 
ing yard lilgh. A SGrgeanl wounded 
near Compelgne, declares he saw the 
annihilation of an entire German divi- 
sion by the French artillery. 

Another report says 12,000 Germans 
were lost In the battle. 

The messages indicate a further 
marked advance of tho Germans. Pre- 
vious reports had them lighting at La 
Fere. In the department of AIne, about 
j seventy miles from Paris. Compelgne 
is little more than forty miles from 
Paris, in the department of Olae, which 
is just north of the department of the 
Seine, in which Paris Is located. 
Fighting All Along Line. 

Tho ofllclal press bureau In London 
on Thursday Issued the following 
statement: 

"Contlnuoua fighting has been In 
progress all along almost tho whole 
lino of battle. The Uritish cavalry en- 
gaged with distinction the cavalry of 
the enemy and brushed them back and 
captured ten guns. 

"The French army has continued 
tho offensive and gained ground in the 
Lorraine district." 

German Attack on Belfort. 

Tho great fortresses of Belfort have 
been attacked, according to a dispatch 
to the Standard from Geneva, by a 
great force of German artillery, and 
after threo days of the most desepmte 
onslaught the fortress was still hold- 
ing out. 

This Is the flrst news that Belfort 
Itfielf was under attack, and the news 
from Paris indicates the French right 
has retired behind the fortress under 
cover of i Its guns. 

Crown Prince Is Beaten? 

A belated official report from Paris 
asserts that tho army of tho German 
crown prince, which attacked the cen- 
ter of the line of defense, has been de- 
feated. 

It is reported that, worn to exhaus- 
tion by many days of continuous 
marching and by their appalling losses, 
the Germans, under orders of tho 
kaiser, concentrated all thoir strength 
to crush the left wing of the army of 
the allies. 

The ulUea' lines were strongly re- 
enforced and reserve forces stationed 
behind tho British and French troops 
In tho positions they have assumed to 
halt the German advance. 



fought under bad conditions, our 
troops have been withdrawn partly to- 
ward the south and partly toward the 
southwest 

"Tho engagement In tho Rcthel dis- 
trict enabled our troops to check the 
enemy momentarily. 

"In the center and on tho right (the 
Woeuvro, Ix>rralno and tho Vosges) 
the situation remains unchanged." 
Germans Face Hard Task. 
Discussing the situation at the 
front, an army captain, whose name Is 
withheld, said: 

"The Germans are' beginning to per- 
ceive that the march on Paris Is not 
aU. They are beginning to feel un- 
easy about tho Russian march on Ber- 
lin. 

"Tho reported withdrawal of troops 
from Belgium to the eastward Is an- 
other proof of the failure of the famous 
plan of the Prussian general staff that 
it was only after conquering Franco 
that Germany should turn against Rus- 
sla- 

"Now that the French army has In- 
flicted heavy defeats and losses on the 
Germans, if the left wing of the enemy 
gains ground the imperial troops will 
bo at a disadvantage everywhere 
else." 

London Hears Little. 
London. — News of the Russian ad- 
vance in east Prussia and Austrian 
Uallcia was of a mixed character. Re- 
ports emanatihg from a number of 
sources were of a contradictory na- 
ture. 

A Rome dispatch says the Russian 
victory over the Austriana on tho 
Gallclan side was brilliant, the right 
wing of the Austrian army having 
been decisively turned and cut to 
pieces, leaving 30,00u prisoners In tho 
hands of the victors. 

Russians Defeat Allied Forces. 
On the Vistula front, when the Rus- 
sians encountered tho Austrian left 
wing, the result was somewhat uncei^ 
tain, but the arrival of Important re- 
enforcements enabled the Russians to 
take a vigorous offensive and repulse 
the enemy. They captured a large 
number of pieces of artillery. 

Tho Russians, the dispatch adds, ex- 
ecuted many bayonet charges against 
the Austrlans; which had a large share 
In deciding the Issue of the battle. 
Elsewhere the Germans, endeavoring 
to efl'cct a Junction with the Austrlans, 
sought to meet the Russian attack 
with a counter offensive, but were re- 
pulsed with losses. 

Six Pages of Casualties. 
The Hague. — The casualty lists In 
tho Berlin newspapers are appalling. 
There are six full pages of names In 
the official newspaper. The city Is one 
of mourning. 



Britain Gets 10O.000 Men. 
London. — The first hundred .thou- 
sand recruits who responded to Lord 
Kitchener's appeal have gone into 
training In various parts of the coun- 
try and men now are enrolling at a 
much quicker rate for the second 100,- 

uou. 

In London alone 10.000 Joined tho 
colors in two days, while the response 
In the provinces has been equally 
gratifying. In Birmingham the re- 
cruiting Is particularly brisk, the lord 
mayor. Col. Ernest Martlneau, has re- 
signed his office and volunteered for 
foreign service. 



French Continue to Retreat. 

Paris. — The German advance on 
Paris In the region of Rcthel was ar- 
rested momentarily, It was announced 
Wednesday, the left wing of tho allies 
retreated a abort distance south and 
southwest to avoid a batle with the 
foe undor unfavorable conditions, and 
the center and right wings wero hold- 
ing the enemy at bay. 

What OfHclal Note Says. 

The official communication summar- 
izing the action at the front given out 
by tho war office follows:

Death List Is Appalling. 

London. — The Standard's Paris 
correspondent In n telegram says that 
the loflscB of the French northern 
army, which has been operating In 
Belgium and between Paris and the 
Franco-Belgian frontier, are estimated 
at about one hundred thousand killed* 
wounded and missing. 

It 1b assumed that tho majority of 
the missing are dead and the total 
number of dead Is said to exceed ^0,- 
000. 

The German losses cannot bo CBtl- 
mated with the some probability of ac- 
curacy, hut It Is though that the Ger- 
man forces opposing this part of tho 
French army must have lost fully one 
hundred and fifty thousand, of whom 
between 115,000 and 30,000 are esti- 
mated to havQ been killed. 



Japanese Lose Vessel.

SAYS GEfflNS HALT 

French War Office Claims a Vic- 
tory That Is of Great 
Importance. 



NOT OFFICIALLY CONFIRMED 



Advices From Berlin Claim tlie Kali 
er's Troops Are Succeaifully Op- 
posing the Advance of the 
Rusalans on Berlin. 



London, SepL 9.— The official press 
bureau of the war office Issued the 
following statement: 

"General Joffro's plans are being 
steadily carried out. The allied forces', 
acting on the offensive, have been buc- 
cessful In checking and forcing back 
In n northeast direction the German 
forces opposed to them." 

A telegram from Gen. Paul Pau of 
the French army announces that the 
German Imperial Guard has been anni- 
hilated at' Precy-sur-OIse, 25 miles 
north of Paris. 

Amsterdam sends word that General 
Joffre has turned the German flank In 
Belgium, tho Germans consequently re- 
treating precipitately from Lille. 

And the Belgians are reported to 
have driven the Germans In disorder 
from Vllvoerdc, 1.000 Teutonic dead 
being left on the field. 

The Germans have been forced 
around so that they are now HghtinF? 
with their backs toward Paris, The 
vanguard. It Is said, hos been cut off 
from tho main body and now Is trying 
to effect a juncture with the Bavarian 
army, which Is seeking to Invade 
France from Alsace. 

The German vanguard Is In retreat 
from Paris, and is harassed by French 
artillery and cavair>', re-enforced by 
French infantry on the rear. Shells 
from the French guns, it Is declared, 
are playing havoc with the rear ranks 
of the Invaders. 

Thi« retreat does not affect the en- 
tire German army, however, for a 
general engagement is In progress 
along a line extending from .N'ant^uU 
to Verdun, a distance of 130 miles. 



Deny Lemberg Has Fallen. 

London. Sept. 9.— Tho following offi- 
cial German report was received by 
the Marconi company from Berlin: 

"The kaiser was present at the at- 
tack on the fortifications at Nancy and 
witnessed the opening of the engage- 
ment. Two forts at Maubcugc have 
fallen. Heavy artillery fire was di- 
rected against the town, which Is now 
burning at several polnte. 

"General Quartermaster von Stein 
reports us follows from headquarters: 

" 'From papers which have fallen Into 
our hands It Is evident that tho ap- 
pearance to the north of the Belgian 
Meuse of the armies commanded by 
General Kluck and General Buelow 
considerably surprised the enemy, who 
even so late as August 17 believed 
that only German cavalry was situated 
there. This is evidence of the splendid 
covering movement of tho cavalry led 
by General von dcr llarwltz. 

"'The losses suffered by the British 
up to the present moment have been 
stated to be 400 men, but they now offi- 
cially admit their loss to be 10,000 
men. 

*' *The Gorman troops are bombard- 
ing Fort Termonde, northwest of Brus- 
sels. 

"'The Russian report of the battle 
at Lemberg and their successful occu- 
pation of the town 1b untrue." Tho open 
town of Lemberg has been voluntarily 
evacuated by the Austrian troops, who 
refrained from fighting for strategic 
and humanitarian reasons.' " 



Jap Warships Driven Away. 
Tlen-Tsln, Sept. 9.— The Japaneso 
warahipa wero compelled to withdraw 
from Tsing Tao when the big gune of 
the German forts opened fire on them. 
Jap reports state that the German offi- 
cers and soldiers at Tslng Tao are on 
the verge of mutiny because of Com- 
mander Waldeck's order to defend 
Klauchau until the last German la 
billed. 



More Foes for Kaiser? 
London, Sept. 9.— The strained rela- 
tloUB between Italy and her former 
alllea In the triple alliance have been 
greatly aggravated during tho last 
three days, and tho addition of Italy 
and Spain to tho enemies of tho knlser 
Ib expected momentarily, according 
to a Bordeaux dlBpatch to tho Chron- 
icle. 



Russians Claim Victory. 

Pctrograd.^Sept. 9.— Au official Btate- 
ment of tlie war office Bays: 

"The Austrian army corps between 
the River Vistula and the River Bug 
are retreating with enormous losses. 
Tho resistance of the enemy has been 
broken. There aro evidences of a fam- 
ine In Austria."

Plans to Invade Russia. 

London, Sept. 9.— Tho kaiser Is build- 
ing two ZoppelluH a week and Is hold- 
ing In rcBorve fully one hundred air 
craft of thlslypo. Unless tho Gorman 
army meets with unexpected rcvoraes, 
necesaltatlng a change In the kalaer'a 
plans, all these alrshlpB will bo used 
for tho Invasion of Russia. 

The kaiser's purpose Is to march 
against tho czar when the winter aeta 
In. A vigorous campaign carried Into 
Russian territory Is planned, not only 
to combat the Russian advance now 
under way but to drive back tho Co»- 
■sackB and cccupy large extents of Rub- 
Btan territory. 
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By PHILIP QIBB8. 

Paris.— When I escaped from 
Amiens, before tho tunnel was broken 
up, and tho OormanB entered Into pos- 
BOBsIon of tho town on Auguat 28, the 
front of tho allied armies waa la a 
crescent from Abbeville, south of 
Amlena on wooded heights, and 
thence In a irregular line to Bouth of 
Mozlercs. 

The British forces, undor Sir John 
French, wero at tho left of the center, 
supporting the heavy thruflt-forwnrd 
of tho main Gorman advance, while 
tho right was commanded by General 
rau. 

A Million on the Move. 
On Sunday afternoon fighting was 
resumed along the whole lino. Tho 
Gorman- vanguard by this timo had 
been aupported by a fresh army corps, 
which had been brought from Bel- 
glum. 

At least 1,000,000 men were on tho 
move, pressing upon tho allied forces 
with a ferocity of atuick which haa 
never before been equaled. Tholr 
cavalry swept across a great tract of 
country, squadron by squadron, like 
tho mounted hordes of AttUa, but 
armed with tho dreadful weapons of 
modem warfare. 

Their artillery -waa in enormous 
numbers and their columns advanced 
under cover of It, not like an army, 
but rather like a moving nation— I do 
not think, however, with equal prcs- 
sure at all parts of tho line. It. formed 
Itself Into a battering ram with a 
pointed end and this was thrust at 
tho heart of the English wing. 
Impossible to Resist. 
It was Impossible to resist this on- 
slaught. If the DritlBh forces had 
Btood against It they would have been 
crushed and broken. Our gunners 
were magnificent and shelled the ad- 
vancing German columns bo that the 
dead lay heaped up along the way 
which waa leading down to Paris; but, 
as one of them told me: 

"It made no manner of dllTerence. 
Ab soon as we had smashed one lot, 
another followed, column after column, 
and by sheer weight of numbers. We 
could do nothing to check them." 

After this the British forces fell 
back, lighting all tho time. The lino 
of the allies was In the. shape of a 
"V"; the Gennans thrust their malu 
attack deep Into tho angle. This po- 
sition remained the same until Mon-* 
day, or rather had completed Itself by 
that date, the retirement of the troops 
being maintained with masterly skill 
and without undue haste. 

River Choked With Dead. 
.Meanwhile General Pau was eustaln- 
ing a terrific attack on the French cen- 
ter by tho German left center, which 
culminated on (date omitted). The 
River Oise, which runs between beau- 
tiful meadows, was choked with 
corpses and red with blood. 

From an eye witness of this great 
battle, an o.Hlcer of an Infantry regi- 
ment who escaped with a slight wound, 
1 learned that the German onslaught 
had been repelled by a series of bril- 
liant bayonet and cavalry charges. 

"The Germans," he said, "had the 
elite of their army engaged against 
us, Including the Tenth army corps 
and the Imperial guard, but the hero- 
ism of our troops was sublime. Kvery 
mau knew that the safety of France 
depended upon him and was ready to 
sacrifice his life, If need be, with joy- 
ful enthusiasm. 

Gave Great Punishment. 
"They not only resisted the enemy's 
attack, hut took the offensive, and, in 
spite of their overpowering numbers, 
gave them tremendous punishment. 
They had to recoil before our guns. 

"Hundreds of them were bayoneted 
and hundreds were hurled into tho 
river. Tho whole field of battle waa 
outlined by dead and dying men whom 
they had to abandon. Cerulnly their 
losses wero enormous, and I felt that 
tho German retreat was In full swing 
and that wo could claim a real victory 
for the time being." 

Pau Compelled to Yield. 
Nevertheless tho Inevitable hap- 
pened, owing to tho vast reserves of 
the enemy, who brought up four divi- 
sions, and General Pau waa compelled 
to give ground. 

On Tuesday German aklrmlBhera 
with light artillery were coming south- 
ward, and the sound of their field 
guns greeted my ears. Presently I 
saw the figure of a French dragoon, 
with his carbine slung behind his back. 
Ho was standing by tho sldo of a 
number of gunpowder hags. A little 
farther away wero little groups of Bol- 
dlers at work by two bridges, one over 
a stream and one over a road. They 
were working very calmly and I could 
aeo what they were doing. They wero 
mining the bridges to blow them up 
at a given signal. 

As I wont farther I saw the streets 
were strewn with broken bottles and 
Uttered with wire entanglenionta, art- 
fully and carefully made. 

Trap for German Army, 
It wuB obvious that there was very 
grim business being done and that tho 
Holdlora were waiting for something to 
happen. At tho railway station I quick- 
ly learned the truth. The Germans 
wero only a*fow miles awoy In great 
force. At any moment they might 
come down, amaahlng everything In 
their w^ay. 

Tho atatlon master, a brave old type, 
and ono or two porterB, had demand- 
ed to atay on to tho last. 

"Wo are here," he aald, aa though 
tho Gormana. would have to reckon 
with him, hut he was emphatic In hlu 
rfiquest for mo to leavo at once If an* 
other train could bo got away, which 
voB very uncertain. 



Ab n matter of fact, ortof. a' bad 
quarter of an hour I was put on the 
last train to escapo from this throat- 
euod town, und loft It with the Bound 
of German guns In my ears, followed 
by a dull explosion when the bridge 
behind mo waa blown up. 

Escapo Narrowly, 

My train. In which there were only 
four other men, skirted the German 
army and by n,twlBt In tho lino almost 
ran Into tho enemy's country, but wo 
rushed through tho night, and tho en- 
gine driver laughed ami put hla oily 
hand up to ftalute when I stopped out 
to tho platform of au unknown sta- 
tion. 

"Tho Germans won't get us, after 
all," ho Bald. "It waa a Ilttio risky, 
all tho same.** 

The station waa crowded with 
French Boldlera, and they were soon 
telling mo their experiences of tho 
hard fighting In which thoy had been 
engaged. They wero dirty, unshaven, 
dusty from head to foot, scorched by 
tho August flun, In tattered unlforma 
and broken boolB; but they were beau- 
tiful men for all their dirt, and tho 
laughing courage, quiet confidence and 
unbragging simplicity with which thoy 
assured mo that tho Germans would 
soon be -caught In a death trap and 
sent to their destruction filled me with 
admiration which 1 cannot express In 
words. 

All the odds were against them. 
They had fought the hardest of all ac- 
tions—the retirement from the fight- 
ing line — but thoy had absolute faith 
in tho ultimate succcaa of the allied 
arms. 

Germans Are Recklesi. 

London. — A Chronicle correspondent 
writing from an unarmed town says: 

"Tho Germans are displaying ex- 
traordinary recklessness, filnglng away 
thousands of lives In the hope of ulti- 
mately gaining their end. No doubt 
tlio rapid advance of the Russians In 
eastern Prussia has something ,to do 
with tbls, and Is responsible for tho 
frantic and Insane haste which char- 
acterizes the German attempt In north- 
ern Franco to smash the thin khaki 
line which so valiantly bars the ro.id 
toward Compelgne, Solssons and Paris. 

"That stories of German atrocities 
are not one whit exaggerated may bo 
gathered from the story told mo by a 
sergeant who was wounded In the ac- 
tion near Mens Sunday a week ago. 

"As he lay helpless on the ground 
and the German infantry swept by ho 
could hear, from the Imploring cries 
of tho wounded in his front, that they 
were being ruthlessly put to death by 
their fees. 

Ordeal la Terrible. , 

"Closing his eyes and s 
death, the wounded acrgf^^ lay per-, 
fectly still. As tl^r^rmans p.isaeU 
lilm ho recelvedyrvlolcnt blow In tho 
chest from the/ butt end of a rlflo 
which broke c/iiq of his ribs. He boro 
tho pain lufifiinchlngly and never 
moved 'n mJiacIe. Another Prussian 
stubbed a founded man with his bay- 
onot as he/went pasL 

"The seifgeant's ordeal was a terri- 
ble ono atid he expected every mo- 
met to boj his last. Ultlmalely the ;« 
German adjvance was broken and their 
Infantry c/imo rolling back, shattered. 
and dlsordbred, leaving behind a trail • 
of dead arid wounded. The wounded 
sergeant -fa'ttS picked up by British ' 
Htretcher bearers and conveyed to tho 
base hoa^ital, where he Is now fast 
recoverlu'g." 

/'EngllBh Are Cheerful.

*'It would be very unwise to post- 
pone dealing with them. 

"Tho treaaury Uaelf could got along 
for a conalderablo period, no doubt 
without Immediate reaort to now 
Bourcea of taxation, nut at what coat 
to the buBlnesa of tho community'.' 

"Approximately JTa.OOO.UOU, a large 
part of the preBent treaaury balance, '.a 
now on deposit with national banks 
diatributed throughout the country. 
It Is deposited, of couracr on call. I 
need not point to you what the prob- 
able cqnaequences of inconvenienco 
and distress and confusion would bo 
If the dimlnlsblng Income of tho treas- 
ury should make It neceasary rapidly 
to wltUlraw thoae deposits. And yet 
without additional roveime that plainly 
might become necessary and tho^tlmo 
when It became necessary could not 
be controlled or determined by tho 
convenience of the bualncas of tho 
country. It would be determined by 
thd operations and neceasllltes of tho 
treasury Uaelf. 

Such rlaks are not neceaaary and 
ought not to bb run. We cannot too 
scrupulously or carefully aafoguard a 
nnanclal situation which Is at beat, 
while war continues In Europe, dif- 
ficult and abnormal. Hesitation and 
dol/y are tho worst forms of bad pol- 
icy under such condltlona. 
. "And wo ought not to borrow. We 
ought to resort to taxation, however. 
The countrj' la able to pay any juat 
and rcaaonablo taxes without dlstreas. 
The pcoplo of this country are both In- 
tolllgout and profoundly patriotic. 
They are ready to meet the present 
conditions In tho right way and tosup- 
port the governrnent with gqnurouB 
Belf-donlal. They know and under- 
stand, and win be Intolerant only flf 
those _who dodgoTesponalblllty or ara 
not frank with them. 

"The occasion Is not of our own ma- 
king. We had no part In making It 
nut it la here. It affects us. as di- 
rectly and palpably almost as If we 
were participants In the clrcumatancoa 
which gave rise to It We must accept 
the l^ievibtale with calm Judgment aud 
unruflled spirits, Uko men accuatomed 
to deal with t^ie unexpected, habit- 
uated to lake care of themselves, maa- 
tors of their own affairs and their own 
fortunes. Wo shall pay the bill, 
though we did not deliberately Incur It 
"In order to meet every demand 
upon tho treasury without delay or 
peradvcnture and In order to keep the 
treasury strong, unquestionably strong, 
and strong throughout tho preaent 
nnxietles, 1 respectfully urge that an 
additional revenue of ?100,000,000 be 
raised through Internal taxes devised 
In your wisdom to meet tho emer- 
gency. Tho only suggestion 1 take the 
liberty of making Is that such sourcoa 
of revenues bo chosen and will begin 
to yield at once and yield with a cei^ 
tain and constant flow." 

The president concluded his mes- 
sage at 12:42 o'clock.

Rome, Italy.— Cardinal Glacomo 
Delia Chlesa, archbishop of Uologna, 
Italy, on Thursday was elected su- 
preme pontiff of the Catholic helr- 
nrcliy In suc6essiou to Pope Pius X. 
who died August 20. He will reign 
under the name of Benedict XV. 

The conclave of the sacred college, 
whose duty It la to elect the pope, 
went Into session tho evening of Mon- 
day. August 31. The announcement of 
the outcome oC Its deliberations waa 
made Thursday morning shortly after 
eleven o'clock. Nine ballots wore 

taken. 

The pontiff pronounced the apostolic 
benediction to the kneeling crowd. 
Prelates Who Name the Pope. 
The full membership of the sacred 
college of cardinals, which elected tho 
pope, was more International in Its 
representation than at any time In tho 
history of the church. 

With the creation of thirteei^ new 
cardinals In May, Pope Plus X brought 
the college up to GG, only four fewer 
tlian the muxlmum number allowed 
under the" laws of the church and threo 
mure than participated In his own 
election In lOOlJ. when there was a 
record attendance of G.1 cardinals. 
Nearly All Nations Represented, 
While tho sacred college Is not a 
representative body In a strict sense 
of the word, this year nearly all 
the countries were represented. 
South America, tho United States, 
Canada. ISuglaud. Ireland. Holland.. 
llelglum, Portugal, Germany. Austria- 
Hungary, Italy. Franco and Spain— 14 
nations In all. The Orient has no 
cardinal, neither has Uussla, Africa, 
Australasia or Switzerland. 

Twenty of thepreaent cardinals are 
from live of the warring nations oi 
Europe: Austria-Hungary having six 
and Ciernmny two, as against a total 
of twelve, which might ho said to rep- 
resent the "allies" In tho Kuropean 
war. 

Facta About the New Pope. 
Cardinal Glazomo Delia Chlesa, who 
succeeds Popo Pins X. who died Au- 
gust 20. was created a cardinal May 
25. 1914. He Is the archbishop of 
Bologna, Italy. 

Cardinal Chlbsn was bom jn Pegll, 
In the diocese of Genes, November 31, 
1854, and was ordained a priest De- 
cember 21, 1878. Ho served as secre- 
tary of the nunciature In Spain from 
1£S3 to 1SS7, In which year ho was 
appointed secretary to the lato Car- 
dinal nampoUa. Ho was appolnteed 
substitute secretary of stato lu 1901 
and In 1907 ho was elected to the poat 
of a-dvlaer to tho holy ofllco. . 

Officially Condomno Tjngo. * ^ 
In 1907 ho was appointed papal 
nuncio of Madrid, succeeding Mgr. 
RUnaldlnl, but tliU . appointment was 



canceled three days later. This inci- 
dent hnd occurred juat before he was 
made archbishop of Bologna. When 
Mgr. Delia Chlesa was given this post 
It was declared In Home that It was 
mainly with the object of combating 
modern religious ideas, Bologna being 
tho headquarters of the National Dem- 
ocratic league, whose members advo- 
cated what Is known as "modernism" . 
In religion. 

In January, lOH, while still at 
Bologna, the present pope Issued a 
pastoral letter strongly coudemnine 
the tango. 

Takes Title of Benedict 
It has been 174 years since the trime 
of the last Pope Benedict. On his elec- 
tion to the papacy In 1740 Cardinal 
Proapero Lamberllnl assumed \ that 
title. It is an iHterestlng fact that tho 
new pope was archbishop of Uologna. 
while Pope Benedict XIV was boru In 
Jiologna. 
■ It was at the age of twenty-four thai 
the new pope was ordalued in the 
prieshood. He soon attracted tho at- 
tention of Cardinal Rampolla, later 
secretary of state for Pope Leo XIII. 
When Cardinal Uampolla was' made 
nuncio to Madrid he took Mgr. Delia 
Chlesa with him as secrtary of nuncia- 
ture. 

On Cardinal UampoUa's return to 
Rome to become secretary of state for 
the Vatican, Mgr. Delia Chlesa entered 
the secretariat of state as one of tho 
"mlnutamtl" or minor oillcials, until 
1901, when he was apiwlnted substi- 
tute of the secretariat and also secre- 
tary of the cypher. ' 

Made Bologna Archbishop. 
As secretary to the secretary of 
state, Cardinal Delia Chlesa was 
brought Into notable prominence 
throughout the Catholic hierarchy, but 
his position wufl not at that time of 
cardinalis rank. On the accession of 
Pope Pius X, Mgr. Delia Chlesa con- 
tinued in the secretariat until Decem- 
ber IG, 1907, when Plus X gave him a 
noted promotion to the iHJsitlon of 
archbishop of the Important see of 
Bologna. 

For seven years he administered tho 
SCO of Bologna with notable aucceaa, 
until on last May Pope Plus X named 
him as one of the 13 members of tho 
hierarchy to receive the red hat Arch- 
bishop Begin of Quebec was among tho 
other cardinals named at that time, 
the others beluR prelates of Spain, 
France, Austria, Germany and Italy. 

The full title of tho new pope. In 
addition to Benedict XV, -will be Popo 
Bishop of Rome and ,Succesaor of St 
Peter, Supreme Pontiff of tlie Univer- 
sal Church. Patriarch of the West, Pri- 
mate of Italy, Archbishop and Metro- 
politan of the Roman Province, Sov- 
ereign ot tho Temporal Dominion of 
the Holy Roman Church. 

The popo held hie first consistory on 
Tuesday, when he conferred tho red 
hat on -Cardinal Anthony Mendes 
Bello, patriarch of Lisbon, and Cardi- 
nal Guisasolay Menendez, archbishop 
of Toledo, Spain. Both wero created 
cardinals by Popo IMus X at t^e con- 
sistory last May. 

The popo delivered on Tuesday his 
first allocution, which glvea to the 
world the program of his pontificate. 

One of the brothers of the pontiff U 
an admiral In the Italian navy, and an- 
other is a captain In the Italian iiavy. 
The first appointment made by, the 
popo was that of Mouslgnor Parollu, 
nephew of Plus X, to be canon of St 
Peter's. ' 

It has boon 174 years since the Umi 
of the last Popo Benedict On hie oldc- 
tlon to tho papacy In 1740 Cardinal 
ProBpero Lambertlnl asBumed that 
title. It Is an Interesting fact that ths 
new popo was archbishop of Bologna, 
while Pope Benedict XIV was boru la 
Bolognn.
